“Take clothing, for Instance. 
Woolleh yarn goods sell for about an 
equivalent of US$16.50 a yard for 
the 54-inch’ width. This is a 
medium gradc—neither the best nor 
the worst. Better grades are around 
US$25 o yard, but one store has, 
advertlsed imported American cloth 
at US$7.50. Clothing and piecce- 
foods are usunlly quoted in CN 
dollars. 


“Sille prices begin at US$3 a yard 
(Chinese) width. 
And they continue upward, depend- 
ing on quality and the particular 
shop you happen to patronise. 

“Ready-made dresses cost about 
US$150 for silk and begin at US$200 
for wool ‘for the kind that sell in 
American department stores for 
$35 or $40. . 


“Chinese tatlors charge from an 
equivalent of US$20, $50, or $110 
for making a foreign-style dress, and 
you provide the material, of course. 

“Remember the cheap fur coats 
of prewar China? A black Kolinsky 
sells for USS$I,000, the grey for 
USS$1,700, Japanese: mink is 
US$1,000, weasel US$800, ond the 
old China standby, oatskin, is 
around US$150, . :

To most of us it appears 
to be answerable. It has 
become a mystery ‘with a 
sinister shadow inthe back- 
ground — the shadow of 
another war. 


During the anguish and 
slaughter of World War 108 
people of: all nations fighting 
against aggression felt that if 
victory only came to the forces 
of democracy and sanity, the 
world would at Iast come to an 
International Peace Agreement. 
There .were dark—very dark— 
days when the courage of even 
the optimists wavered. Was 
Britain going under in her 
titanic struggle in Europe? 
Could she withstand the vicious 
onslaughts in her days of 
unpreparcdness, Would help 
come in time? Not a nation in 
Europe able to offer more than 
moral and prayerful support. 
Britain held on, and the tremen- 
dous productive power of the 
United States came -to the 
rescue.: The Beasts of Belsen 
and the Japanese hordes saw 
the writing on the wall.

‘Ships For Her 
~ Rehabilitation 


——— 


Stressing ‘ that China needs 
more vessels than any other 
country to rehabilitate and de- 
velop her shipping trade, the 
Shanghal Shipping Guild has 
petitioned the National Govern- 
ment to lift the present restric- 
tion.on the purchase of old ves- 
sels; as imposed by the Chinese 
Ministry of Communications, a 
local press report sald. 


Thiu restriction ‘states that old 
ships to be purchused should not bo 
older than 28 years, displace more 
than 18 feet of water, and have a 
speed of less than 10 knots per hour. 
Chinese ‘shipping cireles — consider 
the restriction nomewhat harsh and 
ask for its abolishment,‘ 


The spokesman of the Gulld fs 
reported to have declared that the 
purchase of old foreign ships should 
not be restricted and the quality of 
the craft should not be judged: by 
itssage, ns many vessels built during 
the war failed to mntch the stand- 
ards of vessels built before the war: 


Since the termination of the war, 
the spokesman added, every nation 
has been striving to recover Its 
former shipping tonnage so as | to 
compete in international trade. 
Quoting a statement by Generalls- 
simo Chiang Kal-shek, who said that 
Chinn should have at Teast 3,000,000 
tons of shipping, revealed — that 
China has only some 600,000 tons at 
present. - : 


Shipping firms, he added, are will- 
ing to exert full efforts to buy 
foreign ships in order to fulfil the 
national development plan. 


The shipping Guild is also report~ 
ed to have asked the National 
Government to subsidise shipping 
firms in- the purchase of * foreign 
ships, or extend Ieng-term loans to 
them ta aid in developing national 
shipping.—Reuter.

UKRAINIAN DELEGATE 


SHOOTING EXPLAINED 


New York, Nov. 22. 

‘The accusation by Dr Dmitri Z. 
Manuilsky, chief Ukrainian dele- 
gation, that the shooting of delegate 
Gregory Stadnik was “political 
banditry” was deflated to-day by the 
Police Commissioner, Mr Arthur 
Wallender. 

Mr Wallender formally announced 
that the shooting was’ the work of 
two thugs in a $150 hold-up of the 
delicatessen store. The police report 
shows the thugs had completed the 
“stick-up" and were leaving the 
store with the contents of the ensh- 
box when M. Stadnik entered. M. 
Stadnik speaks no English and the 
olice say he did not understand the 
bandits’ order to hold up his hands 
so the thugs fired as they ran to 
escape. 

M. Manuilsky, however, used the 
incident as evidence in support of his 
contention that UNO should leave 
America and-- return ---to-- Europe. 
“This is one more reason for. taking 
UNO out of the United States. It is 
now u problem .whether we should 
provide our own protection,” he sald, 
—United Press.”

Ae@hally,  theso © twin — ancient 
scourses of Asin appear to be at 
present relatively minor menaces, 
since Slinkiang also ts suffering a 
constantly high mortality from 
small-pox, amoebic dysentery, 
malaria, syphilis and typhoid, due to 
the lack of even the most basic aids 
of medicine and social hygiene, 

Deputy Commissioner of Public 
Health Pl Wen-yu estimates that 
Sinklang’s infant mortality is. In 
excess of 70 percent, chiefly due to 
small-pox and dysentery.- .

“The queation of presence of 
troops in forelgn territories is in it~ 
self a big one, The question of a 
feneral reduction of armaments is 
stilt a bigger issue, and if we com- 
bined both of them we sholl in- 
evitably prejudice consideration of 
the two questions.” . . 


Mr Molotov declared: “The ques~ 
tien. of providing Information ro- 
garding troops stationed abroad 
docs not mcct with any refusal, but . 
I sce attempts being mado to. find 
methods to ayold a solution of this 
question, ‘ : 


“If we are reluctant .to give a 
clearcut answer it will cause com-= 
plexities. Any evasive answer . to 
this question would do harm." 


Urging an unanimous - decision, 
Mr Molotov sald that the great pow= 
ers must regard it'os o duty and 
small’ nations must recelve -assur= 
ances that the question was to be 
clarified. 

The committee then adjourned un- 
til to-morrow.—Reuter, .
